SCHOOL BOARD 
ASKS NEW BIDS 
ON FURNITURE 


TWA Fails to Approve 
.Wanamaker Contract 
For High School 
Equipment. 


SAM PLES MUST 
BE DISPLAYED 


After it was learned that PW A 
approval of the awarding of the 
contract to furnish equipment for 
the science room in the new north 
wing at the high school to the 
Wanamaker 
contract 
bureau, 
of 
Philadelphia, was not forthcoming, 
the 
members 
of 
the 
Gettysburg 
school board—by passing two reso­ 
lutions—Tuesday evening decided to 
re-advertise for bids on the neces­ 
sary furniture. 
The board mem­ 
bers met in the high school build­ 
ing. 
The Philadelphia concern, one of 
three to bld on the equipment, was 
awarded the contract at a meeting' 
of the directors on August 7, at a 
price of $4,099. 
The contract was 
awarded with the provision that it 
meet with the approval of the PW A 
officials. 
The other bidders were 
the Walrus manufacturing company, 
of Decatur, Illinois, at a price of 
$3,477, and the Hamilton Invincible 
company, of Two Rivers, Michigan, 
at $3,872. 
Tile equipment comprises 
an instruction table, a wood-top in­ 
struction table, fourteen Lincoln- 
type tables and fourteen biology 
tables. 
Resolutions Passed 
The first resolution passed by the 
directors rescinded the awarding of 
the contract to Wanamaker due to 
the failure to receive PWA approval 
In the second resolution, it was de­ 
cided to reject all previous bids and 
re-advertise, at the same time set­ 
ting up new specifications and re­ 
quiring that samples must be shown 
before the contract will be awarded. 
It is expected that the new bids 
will be opened on Monday, Septem­ 
ber 21. 
Through a resolution passed au­ 
thorizing Hie transfer of $3,500 from 
the general fund of the school dis­ 
trict treasury to the construction 
fund, school officials will be able to 
purchase equipment for the new' 
rooms that is not included in the 
bids. 
The bid of C. M. Wolf, of Gettys­ 
burg. on coal for the public school 
buildings at $4.65 a ton was accept­ 
ed by the directors. 
Tuition Rates Accepted 
The tuition rates of $3 86 for the 
grades, and $6 78 for the high school 
were approved. 
The directors also 
voted to admit non-resident pupils to 
Gettysburg classes, if they are prop­ 
erly qualified. 
The treasurers report showed re­ 
ceipts as follow: Rent, $50; tax liens, 
$6975; 1935 tax duplicate, $4,663.50, 
and 1936 tax duplicate, $3,018.60. Af-

square. 
Within that radius struc­ 
tures must be entirely of fire-proof 
materials. 


Councilmen stated that they knew 
of property owners who are contem­ 
plating building but w'ho have been 
restrained by the rigid regulations 
against the erection of any frame 
structure more than 15 feet square.
